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Man Who Checked 
Bengal Terror 
Given Post 

LONDON. (Ah 


Sir John Ander¬ 
son, broad-shouldered adminis¬ 
trator who crushed terror in Ben¬ 
gal between 1932 and 1937, today 
was appointed Lord Privy Seal in 
a cabinet shake-up believed to be 
preparatory to a widespread oi - 
ganization of the nation for de¬ 
fense. 

Viscount Runciman, who tried 
in vain to mediate the crisis which 
led to Germany’s absorption of 
Czechoslovakia’s Sudetenland, was 
named Lord President of the 
Council. 

Malcolm MacDonald, already 
ready secretary for colonies, was 
given the additional post of Do¬ 
minions secretary. 

TO ORGANIZE DEFENSE 

The post of Lord Privy Seal 
became vacant last week when 
Earl De La Warr was shifted to 
the ministry of education. Runct- 
man succeeds Viscount Hailsham, 
who resigned. The dominions post 
has been vacant since the death 
of Lord Stanley, Oct. 16. 

Sir John Anderson, who gained 
an empire-wide reputation by his 
vigorous measures to stamp out 
disorder during his five-year term 
as governor general of Bengal, is 
expected to take over reorganiza¬ 
tion of Britain for civilian de¬ 
fense, especially against air raids. 

It was also forecast that Lord 
Runciman would help strengthen 
the ministry for coordination of 
defense, headed by Sir Thomas 
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BURGOS, Spain. (API —Insurgent 
Spain paid tribute today to Lieut. 


Col. Ramon Franco, br other of In¬ 
surgent Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco and his country’s best 
known aviator, who was killed in 
a seaplane crash Friday. 

Funeral services with military 
honors will be held at Palma, 
Mallorca, at the insurgent air 
base he organized and command¬ 
ed, it was announced. His body 
lay in state at the Palma town 
hall. 

Col. Franco and his crew of 
four perished when the craft the 
noted flier was piloting in a serv¬ 
ice flight was forced down in a 
storm nine miles northwest of 
Mallorca. Announcement of the 
tragety was withheld until the 
bodies of Col. Franco and three of 
his aides were recovered off Cape 
Formentor. 

The body of the radio operator 
was not found. 

Col. Franco, 42, former aviation 
attache to the Spanish embassy 
in Washington, left that post to 
join the insurgent movement in 
1936.

BERLIN. (Ah—Reichsfuehrer Hit¬ 
ler tonight accepted the resigna¬ 
tion of General Ludwig Beck as 
chief of the army general staff 
and named General of Artillery 
Franz Haider to replace him. 

An official announcement said 
General Beck’s application to be 
relieved was granted by the Fueh¬ 
rer, who promoted him to the rank 
of colonel-general with permission 
to wear the uniform of the fifth 
artillery regiment. The change was 
effective today. 

Colonel General Gerd Von Rund- 
stedt, who commanded one of the 
armies which marched in to oc¬ 
cupy the Sudetenland, also was 
relieved of his command of any 
group number one, effective today. 
According to the announcement, he 
also asked to be relieved and the 
fuehrer granted his application. 

Colonel General Fedor Von Bock 
was appointed Von Runstedt’s suc¬ 
cessor as army group commander. 
General Beck was commander of 
army group number three in addi¬ 
tion to being chief of staff. 

On Sept. 15 Berlin dispatches 
reported the status of General 
Beck had become doubtful, and 
the explanation was offered that 
he had disagreed with the Fuehrer 
and other army chiefs on the 
question of Cbzechoslovakia. 

It was reporter! then that he 
had accepted appointment to ’’a 
special mission in the west”— 
away from the seat of the Czecho¬ 
slovak crisis—in order to avoid a 
public break. 

Beck’s replacement was the 
first major change in the German 
high command since Hitler’s army 
when the

We're liv¬ 
ing in the twentieth century, and 
this is not Germany or Russia. 
We’re guaranteed certain rignts 
under the Constitution.” 

‘‘You shall have a full and fair 
hearing,” replied Justice Chris 
Pann of Huntington Beach, pre¬ 
siding for Justice Kenneth Mor¬ 
rison of Santa Ana, who was men¬ 
tioned in the pamphlet. ’’You 
were informed of your right to 
counsel, and you are here without 
counsel, and we’re going to pro¬ 
ceed.” 

OWN ATTORNEYS 

McKelvey, Charles Ott and J, 
Malcolm Green, the latter a pub¬ 
lisher of a political tabloid week¬ 
ly, were arrested suddenly last 
week and today are facing pre¬ 
liminary hearing on a five-count 
conspiracy complaint with Printers 
Burt Harwick and Robert Elliott 
and Eddie Taylor, distributing 
agency foreman.

SALT LAKE CITY. UP)—A fir¬ 
ing squad executed John W. Deer- 
ing at dawn today in state prison 
while an electro-cardiograph re¬ 
corded probably for the first time 
the action of the human heart 
pierced by bullets. 

Deering, who had sought in ev¬ 
ery way to speed his death and 
who participated wclingly in the 
scientific experiment to determine 
how long his heart would beat aft¬ 
er being struck, was calm to the 
end. 

The five-man firing squad was 
given the order to fire at 6:46 
j a. m„ M. S. T., and at 6:4814 a. m. 
| Deering was pronounced dead in 
J expiation for the May 9 holdup 
murder of Oliver R. Meredith, Salt 
Lake City businessman. 

Electric wires were attached to 
his wrists and carried to a delicate 
machine to record his last heart 
beats. Scientists began an imme¬ 
diate study of the record but said 
it would be a number of hours be¬ 
fore they could announce any find¬ 
ings. 

Utah is the only state in the 
union now using a firing squad. 
Convicted men are given the al¬ 
ternative of this or hanging. One 
of the five rifles used is loaded 
with a blank. 

The five marksmen who acted 
as executioners were recruited by 
Sheriff S. Grant Young of Salt 
Lake county, their names kept a 
secret. They were taken to the 
prison in a closed car, given rifles 
and assigned positions behind a 
curtain. As soon as they fired, 
they left as unobstrusively as they 
had come. 

Deering's final words as he was 
seated blindfolded in his chair 
facing his executioners less than 
30 feet away were: 

“I want to thank the warden 
for being so damn good to me. I 
appreciate it. Goodbye and good 
luck to all of you.” 

Then the guards and ministers 
stepped back, there was an unseen 
signal and the five rifles cracked 
almost as one. 

Deering pushed upward against 
his straps as the bullets crashed 
into his body; he jerked convul¬ 
sively for seconds, then slumped 
against his bonds. 

Deering spent most of the night 
talking to his guards and about 4 
a. m. announced suddenly, “I’m 
going to bed.” Within a few min¬ 
utes he was sound asleep. 

He was awakened before dawn, 
talked to the Rev. Joseph Martin, 
Catholic prison chaplain; P. T. 
Farnsworth of the Latter-Day 
Saints church, and the Rev. A. E. 
Butcher of the Episcopal church. 
He refused to the last, however, 
to embrace any faith. 

Wearing his regulation prison 
trousers and a clean, white shirt, 
he was led to the end of the cor¬ 
ridor where Sheriff Young, in 
charg ■ of the execution, stopped 
him and read the death warrant. 

The slayer drew quick, short 
drags on his cigaret, the only sign 
of nervousness. He noticed re¬ 
porters who had interviewed him 
and said hello. 

“I understand perfectly,” he 
said, as the death warrant was 
read. 

Then, as prisoners shouted 
"Good luck,” and “Goodbye, John" 
he was led down three flights of 
stairs until he neared the south 
prison wall. Before he could get 
a glimpse of the chair, a black 
hood was slipped over his head. 
Between two guards he walked 
unsteadily forward. 


WARSAW. UP)— The Jewish re¬ 
lief committee for refugees from 
Germany was confronted with a 
serious situation today in trying 
to provide sustenance, living quar¬ 
ters, jobs and even beds for the 
men, women and children so sud¬ 
denly dumped on Polish soil. 

The committee estimated yes¬ 
terday that 13,000 Polish Jews had 
been sent across the border from 
Germany. 

The committee appealed to the 
Jewish public for funds, food and 
clothing, saying the immigration 
from Germany was so vast and 
unexpected that available relief 
measures were inadequate. 

One outstanding difficulty was 
that many of the refugees have 
been away from Poland so long 
that they no longer have relatives 
or friends able to look after them 
temporarily. 

As they were permitted to leave 
Germany with only 10 marks 
(about $4) each, virtually all of 
these repatriated Polish Jews 
were public charges. 

Polish officials were permitting 
the refugees to settle wherever 
they desired, but because of their 
destitution most of them were un¬ 
able to leave the border stations. 


[ LOS ANGELES. UP)- Week-end 
traffic accidents in California has 
brought death to 11 persons today. 

Multiple fatalities resulted from 
spectacular crashes in the Los 
Angeles area and at Stockton. 

Fo-’r men, three of them return¬ 
ing from a hunting trip, were 
killed in an auto crash 10 miles 
west of Riverside yesterday. 

The dead were William Bird, 18, 
Los Angeles; Douglas D. Duff in, 
17, El Monte; Jerry N. Thompson, 
22, El Monte, and James M. Burrp, 
17, El Monte. Three other persons, 
injured in this crash, probably 
will recover. 

The dead were Douglas B. Duf- 
fin, 17, and Jerry N. Thompson, 
22, both of El Monte; and Stanley 
Bird, 14, Los Angeles. 

A young husband and wife, late 
of Brownfield, Tex., were crushed 
to death when a Southern Pacific 
freight train struck their car at a 
Santa Ana crossing, but their in¬ 
fant son escaped with a broken 
leg. The victims were Barney 
Cravens, 23, and Sally Cravens, 19. 

The cars ploughed into a church 
hay-ride party in Arcadia, Mar- 
jean Maurer, 20, of South Pasa¬ 
dena, and injuring at least 10 
other occupants of the hayrack. 

Mrs. Julia O’Reilly, 63, was 
struck and killed by an automo¬ 
bile in Los Angeles. 

Clement Olson, 40, of Wilmar, 
was fatally injured when his car 
collided with a Southern Pacific 
engine at a crossing in Alhambra. 
His wife, Jessie, suffered a skull 
fracture, but was expected to re¬ 
cover. 

An automobile, plunging into a 
drainage ditch on Victoria Island 
15 miles west of Stockton in the 
San Joaquin river delta, carried 
Mrs. Lillian Frederick, 23, and her 
son, Kenneth, 6, of Oakland, to 
their deaths. 

Shortly afterward, John Ruth, 
29, his wife, Marjorie, 26, both of 
Pinole, and Mrs. R. W. Scott, 60, 
Stockton, narrowly escaped death 
when their car also skidded into 
the same ditch. 

Clayton Phillips, 29, Oakland 
automobile mechanic, was killed 
when his motorcycle hit a San 
Francisco power line pole. His 
companion, Mrs. Marie De Al¬ 
fonso, 17, was critically injured.

Jubilee 


The Santa Ana chamber of 
commerce will celebrate its gold¬ 
en jubilee Nov. 17, completing 50 
years of continuous service. 


Memories of the old days in 
Santa Ana will be recalled when 
the chamber stages a dinner and 
program at the American Legion 
hall, as a number of old-timers 
are scheduled to be present to 
reminisce on days gone by. 


And if the dinner corresponds 
to one served at the first annual 
banquet of the chamber back in 
1895, then it’ll be a whopper. 
There must have been a super¬ 
abundance of food in those days, 
because the menu—still on file— 
included just about every kind of 
food known. 


The chamber of commerce was 
first organized in 1888 as the Or¬ 
ange County Board of Trade, but 
was changed to the Orange county 
chamber of commerce. It later be¬ 
came the Santa Ana chamber of 
commerce. 


The name was changed three 
times, Sec. Howard I. Wood says, 
but there was no interruption of 
service during the 50 years. Then, 
as now, the chamber was desirous 
of advertising the “unquestioned 
advantages” of this county to peo¬ 
ple everywhere so they would 
come here to build homes and 
start businesses. 


The scrawled handwriting in 
lusty old minute books on file at 
he chamber gives an insight into 
he Santa Ana of the old days as 
t looked to contemporaries. 


On March 13, 1893, a meeting 
if county boosters was held at 
dosbaugh’s hall to start plans for 
he organizing of the Orange 
:ounty chamber of commerce. A 
ihort while later another meet- 
ng was held, the chamber propo¬ 
rtion approved, and officers 
sleeted.

rosperous counties in Califonia.” 


Purpose was to foster and en¬ 
courage commerce, stimulate home 
trade and manufacturing, to as¬ 
sist in securing a market for 
products, to induce immigration, 
to assist in the development of 
natural resources of the county.

A representa¬ 
tive of the California Illustrated 
Magazine appeared before the di¬ 
rectors March 27, 1893, to discuss 
a "write-up”—10 pages at $50 a 
page. The chamber voted to sup¬ 
ply $50, if other groups would 
raise the rest. 


At that same meeting, it was 
voted to advertise Orange county 
in two prominent eastern publica¬ 
tions. 


Evidences of some consterna¬ 
tion can be found in the minutes 
of the April 3, 1893, meeting. The 
directors were worried about re¬ 
ported discrimination against San- 
L .a Ana and Orange county in fold- 
srs issued by the Santa Fe rail¬ 
road at Riverside—it seems that 
the folder omitted the name of 
Santa Ana from the time-table. 


Wrath of the directors was also 
apparently raised when "parties 
ostensibly representing the Santa 
Fe railway” displayed pictures of 
Southern California at Colton, but 
lid not display any views of Or¬ 
ange county.

oon after. They decided to write

On September 5 that year, the 
advertising problem came up 
again—this time the directors de¬ 
cided it would cost too much to 
advertise in the Chicago Graphic. 


From 1895 to 1896, the cham¬ 
ber kept busy on a variety of

IN JAIL STILL 
IS DEFIANT 

LOS ANGELES. (*>>—Disarmed 
of her "tomahawk,” and evicted 
from her colonial tepee, Anna 
Laura Barnett still shouted de¬ 
fiance from her jail cell today. 

But the bars seemed to offer 
cold proof that the woman who 
had twice wed the late Jackson 
Barnett, world's wealthiest In¬ 
dian, had made her last stand 
against federal officials in her 
fight to hold his oil fortune. 

Marshal Bob Clark and a dozen 
deputies, two of them women, 
met her hatchet threats with a 
tear cas attack yesterday and led 
Mrs. Barnett and her daughter, 
Maxine Sturges, from the Wil- 
shire boulevard home. Blinded by 
the gas, her throw of the hatchet 
was wild, but Marshal Clark took 
it as evidence. 

“I’ll come back to my house and 

take possession of it again the 
minute you turn me loose,” Mrs. 
Barnett cried. 

Clark booked her and her 
daughter on suspicion of resisting 
a federal officer, but said con¬ 
tempt of court charges may be 
filed later. 

After she had lived with the 
aged Barnett 14 years, federal 
court annulled her marriage to 
him in 1834, three weeks before he 
died. The home was the last 
thing she possessed of his fortune 
and she clung to that defiantly. 

When the eviction order was 
issued she was allowed 60 days 
in which to move. Clark waited 
ten days more before ousting her. 

Her diary, found by federal of¬ 
ficers, showed she had received 
but $10 to $20 a month rent for 
a small house in Oklahoma, and 
had sold much of the furnishings 
of the colonial home here to buy 
food. 

A diary entry of Oct. 18 read: 
"We drove home to find cars all 
along the front. Gangsters and 
marshal with eviction order. We 
finally chased the army away. 
Lovely day.” 

But yesterday the "army” made 
a dawn surprise attack and led 
her and her daughter away in 
their pajamas.

B. F. BLEDSOE, 
EX-JUDGE, DIES 

SAN BERNARDINO. UP) — 
Civic leaders of California paid 
tribute today to Benjamin F. 
Bledsoe, national president-gen¬ 
eral of the Sons of the Revolution 
and former U. S. district judge, 
who died yesterday at the age 
of 64. 

The distinguished ex-jurist suc¬ 
cumbed to a heart attack at his 
summer home in the San Ber¬ 
nardino mountains near Crestline. 
He had been preparing to return 
to Los Angeles with Mrs. Bledsoe 
and a sister, Mrs. Selby Tolle of 
Rialto. 

Serving on the superior court 
bench here for 14 years, he was 
appointed by President Wilson to 
be federal judge of the Southern 
California district in 1914. One 
of the biggest cases he tried was 
the government's challenge of the 
Southern Pacific railroad’s patent 
rights to oil lands in this ->tate 
valued at more than $500,000,000. 

He ruled in favor of the rail¬ 
road, deciding it had no true 
knowledge of the lands’ value 
when they were selected in 1866.

FRUIT SHIPPING 

SACRAMENTO. UP)—J. L. Na¬ 
gle, general manager of the Cali¬ 
fornia Fruit Exchange, today an¬ 
nounced the formation of a clear¬ 
ing house of California deciduous 
fruit shippers to evolve a program 
"to lift the industry out of its 
present chaotic condition." 

The chairman of the new clear¬ 
ing house group said the shippers 
had approved the organization 
plans after a series of meetings in 
San Francisco with a view to 
stabilizing prices and "bring bene¬ 
fits to shippers and growers 
alike." 

Other members include Joseph 
Di Giorgio, San Francisco, presi¬ 
dent of the Earl Fruit company; 
Robert Dart, Sacramento, mana¬ 
ger of Simons, French & Co.; 
William Lambert, Sacramento, 
president of the Lambert Market¬ 
ing Co.; Norman Swim, Log An¬ 
geles, vice-president of the Amer¬ 
ican Fruit Growers, and Henry 
Thompson, San Francisco, presi¬ 
dent of the Pacific Fruit Ex¬ 
change. 

A major objective, the commit¬ 
tee declared in a statement, is to 
decide the number of cars of de¬ 
ciduous fruits to be shipped out of 
the state daily so that shipments 
will not exceed demand or trade 
requirements. 

The committee plans to develop 
"orderly marketing" and auto¬ 
matically raise price levels. The 
statement continued: 

“This program may require the 
setting up of a combined market¬ 
ing organization under the control 
of the shippers. We hope this will 
result in a plan of operation that 
will enable the shippers to operate 
on a fair and orderly basis.” 

Nagle said the group will con¬ 
vene again in San Francisco next 
Tuesday to develop a marketing 
program for the 1939 seftson.

$30 AND INSURANCE 
To the Editor: Hon. Rex B. 
Goodcell, insurance commissioner 
of the state of California recently 
addressed a letter to Attorney Gen¬ 
eral U. S. Webb regarding certain 
questions that would arise in con¬ 
nection with insurance, in event 
the “$30 Every Thursday" war¬ 
rants are issued. 

Question: Would any insurer be 
legally authorized to tender these 
warrants at the maturity value 
thereof in payment of losses under 
its insurance or surety contracts, 
in full satisfaction of its contract 
obligation, and could it demand a 
full release upon such tender? 

Answer: The answer to this 
question is in the negative. These 
warrants are not, nor do they pur¬ 
port to be legal tender for private 
debts and obligations. Therefore, 
no insurance company would be 
privileged to require any person to 
accept such so-called warrants in 
payment of any amount due from 
it by way of losses sustained or 
payable under any policy issued 
by it. 

Question: Would any insurer be 
legally authorized under the in¬ 
vestment provisions of the insur¬ 
ance code to purchase or use those 
warrants as investments either as 
general investments or as excess 
funds investments? 

Answer: The answer to this 
question Is in the negative. Articles 
3 and 4 of chapter 2, part 2, divi¬ 
sion 1, insurance code, comprising 
section 1170 and 1181, and sections 
1190 and 1202, inclusive, deal with 
general and excess funds invest¬ 
ments of insurance companies. The 
only mention of warrants in either 
of said articles is “registered war¬ 
rants.” 

Question: Would any Insurer, 

agent, broker, solicitor or surplus 
line broker be guilty of a violation 
of the rebate laws in offering to 
accept as an inducement to insur¬ 
ance or in accepting the ‘‘$30 Ev¬ 
ery Thursday" warrants at matu¬ 
rity value (other than warrants to 
Which have been attached $1.04 of 
stamps for each $1.00 of maturity 
value) in part or full payment of 
insurance premiums? 

Answer: The answer to this 

question is in the affirmative. Sec¬ 
tion 730 and 751 of the insurance 
code prohihit an insurer, insurance 
agent, broker or solicitor rebating 
the whole or any part of the pre¬ 
mium payable on an insurance con¬ 
tract and from accepting any valu¬ 
able consideration which is not 
clearly specified therein. Section 
753 of the insurance code permits 
the acceptance of promissory notes

NEW YORK. — Every shriek-

and lost the baby, after six phy¬ 
sicians refused to respond to an 
emergency call. 

This report ignored, however, 
the well known fact of life that 
such cries do not come without 
warning like gunshot wounds and 
traffic injuries, and avoids con¬ 
sideration of the possibility of 
contributory negligence by the 
woman and the man involved. 
ACCOUNT INCOMPLETE 

The account is incomplete as to 
why a woman so long forewarned 
had failed, whether by her own 
fault or for other reasons, to ar¬ 
range to receive the benefit of 
free services which undoubtedly 
exist not only in so large and en¬ 
lightened a city as Philadelphia 
but almost everywhere in this 
country. 

This incompleteness is no ground 
for an assumption that the wo¬ 
man and the husband did neglect 
j their responsibilities, but neither 
is it just to suggest, as the account 
and some comment have suggest¬ 
ed, that the six physicians were 
simply heartless and without ex¬ 
cuse. It might not be difficult to 
find one doctor who would simply 
1 refuse to trouble himself with a 
charity case at an inconvenient 
hour, but six would have a variety 
of reasons, some legitimate. 

PUT IIER TO SLEEP 

Moreover, if the hospital serv¬ 
ices of Philadelphia are anything 
like those of New York a woman 
need not have a baby to bring an 
ambulance to her door with an 
interne to do the right thing by' 
her. 

In New York, at least, the royal 
indigents who know the facilities 
which a mothering city provides 
for their little ills have been 
known to call an ambulance to 
fetch a doctor to treat a cold, and 
there is a verifiable case of a con¬ 
scientious and miserably over¬ 
worked young doctor who was 
turned out of his bed in the middle 
of the night to do for a lady whose 
only trouble was that she could 
not get to sleep. If the young phy¬ 
sician had whanged the lady 
briskly over the head with a bot¬ 
tle to relieve her trouble that 
would have been the human thing 
to do. Instead, however, the youth 
whipped up something in a glass, 
gave a dose of the same to her 
husband—who was wakeful, too 
—and tucked them in, turned out 
the light and tiptoed away on his 
career of succor to suffering hu¬ 
mankind. 

But, while there are those so 
alert to the prerogatives and rights 
of indigence that they hesitate not 
to call in an ambulance doctor to 
treat them for hangover, baldness 
or chronic fatigue, there are many 
others so shiftless, ignorant and 
lazy that they neglect quite re¬ 
spectable ills, such as childbearing, 
until they are suddenly thrown 
on the doctors’ hands as emergen¬ 
cies. 

HOW ABOUT DOCTORS? 

Not to find fault too readily l 
with the press work on the story 
of the destitute Philadelphia wo¬ 
man, I suggest, nevertheless, that 
the account left untold facts which 
were no less important than those 
it did tell. How come the patient 
not to have made arrangements 
for attendance in an expected 
emergency? Was it any fault of 
hers or the husband’s, or can it 
be that Philadelphia simply does 
not give such assistance? If free 
care is available is it, then, the 
duty of the doctors and social 
service workers to go about scout¬ 
ing for patients? 

And, finally, what about the six 
doctors? What were their rea¬ 
sons, and did anyone even trouble 
to ascertain whether they were 
already occupied with more fore¬ 
handed patients o r, perhaps, 
thought it was a case which the 
ambulance service should take in 
its stride?

I ran across in a book entitled 
“How to Develop Personal Pow¬ 
er,” by Dick Carlson (Harper &

HOOVER TEACHES DEWEY 

Herbert Hoover was present at 
a recent campaign broadcast by 
Tom Dewey, GOP candidate for 
governor of New York. The ex- 
president, whose own oratory nev¬ 
er got him past first base, listened 
intently. After it was over, he 
shook Dewey’s hand. 

“Pardon me for being so blunt,’’ 
said Hoover, “but I want to tell 
you something. You have all it 
takes to become the next presi¬ 
dent of the United States. But you 
simply must do something to im¬ 
prove your public speaking.” 

Note: Dewey himself was not 
pleased with his performance, and 
after playing back a recording of 
the speech, he sought out his 
friend, Lowell Thomas. The radio 
commentator referred him to 
Richard C. Borden, head of the 
public speaking department at 
New York university. 

Since then Dewey and Borden 
have been playing over and dis¬ 
using phonograph records of the 
candidate’s speeches, and Dewey 
has been making an.earnest effort 
to put the professor’s technical 
tips into practice. 


WASHINGTON.— The amount 
of fascist sabotage put across by 
the career boys under the dignified 
nose of democratic Cordell Hull 
is almost unbelievable. Some of 
it, playing directly into the hands 
of Hitler and Mussolini, has just 
leaked out. 

Here is the inside story of the 
latest and most astounding devel¬ 
opment. 

In the early summer, when the 
president saw how things were 
beginning to shape up in Czecho¬ 
slovakia, and that Hitler and Mus¬ 
solini were determined to domin¬ 
ate Europe, he decided that any 
material advantage which U. S. 
manufacturers could give to the 
democratic nations was all to the 
good. 

Accordingly both France and 
Britain placed important orders in 
the United States for military 
planes. 

Roosevelt was also interested 
in Spain, where the veneer cov¬ 
ering the activities of Hitler and 
Mussolini had worn threadbare. 

Last April, when certain sena¬ 
tors proposed lifting the Spanish 
embargo, the state department 
career boys reported to Roosevelt 
that the Spanish war would be 
over in three weeks. Even before 
Roosevelt left on his Pacific cruise, 
however, it became apparent that 
the loyalists were getting stronger 
and that Franco was being kept 
in operation only Adolf and Ben¬ 
ito. 

FASCIST SYMPATHY? 

Before Roosevelt left for the 
Pacific, therefore, certain high- 
placed advisers asked him what 
policy the state department should 
follow regarding the sale of air¬ 
planes to France, Canada, Rus¬ 
sia, etc., even though the fascists 
claimed that these planes might 
later find their way into Spain. 

As a result of these conversa¬ 
tions, it was made clear that the 
United States could not police the 
borders of France or Canada to 
account for the future destination 
of t^ie planes. Nor could it chal¬ 
lenge the word of a sovereign na¬ 
tion regarding them. In other 
words, if France or Canada, or any 
other sovereign nation chose to 
buy American airplanes, the 
United States could not set up a 
spy system to see whether those 
planes were used only within the 
country of purchase. 

After this policy had been es¬ 
tablished, the president left for 
the west coast. While he was 
gone, the Greek government pur¬ 
chased 27 planes from the Bellan- 
ca company. But when an ex¬ 
port license was requested of the 
state department, Joe Green, sanc¬ 
timonious head of the state de¬ 
partment munitions control board, 
turned it down. 

In effect he called the Greek 
government “a liar," said it was 
not ordering the planes for itself 
but for Spanish loyalists, refused 
to issue a license. The planes, un¬ 
til recently were still undelivered 
at the Bellanca plant in New¬ 
castle, Del. 

CANADIAN PLANES 

Shortly after this, the Turkish 
government ordered 42 Grum- 
mond pursuit planes from the 
Canadian Car and Foundry com¬ 
pany in Canada. The Canadian 
government approved the pur¬ 
chase, and 38 of the planes were 
delivered to Turkey. 

Then suddenly Joseph Green of 
the state department again stuck 
out his hand.

THE RIVER OF ORANGES 

The destruction of some thous¬ 
ands of tons of edible oranges in 
Orange county because there is no 
market for them and no way for 
the growers to give them to needy 
persons points out another serious 
deficiency in our costly relief sys¬ 
tem. 

It is true that these are not first 
or even second grade oranges. 
They classify officially as U. S. 
No. 3 grade, which is about the 
quality often sold from itenerant 
hucksters’ wagons at 15 cents a 
bucketful. But there is a mighty 
lot of good food going to waste 
in the riverbed dumps near Santa 
Ana and Anaheim, and a good 
many undernourished children 
within trucking distance of this 
“river of oranges," now being 
soaked with oil preparatory to 
burning them.

WASHINGTON. — (Special) — 
America’s rate of population in¬ 
crease is up to six per 1000 peo¬ 
ple. More babies are being born 
in the United States this year 
than were in 1937, and fewer of 
them were dying. Fewer of all of 
us are dying, as a matter of fact. 
There is a pretty good chance that 
American health figures for the 
year will set a record. 

A survey for the first half of 
1938, just published by the U. S. 
public health service, indicates 
that: 

“Another outstanding feature of 
the mortality record for the first 
six months of 1938 was the wide¬ 
spread decline in the infant mor¬ 
tality rate. Only five states re¬ 
ported a higher rate than for 1937, 
and the current rate is nearly nine 
per cent less than that for last 
year. 

“The birth rate for 1938 has con¬ 
tinued slightly above that for 
1937. This increase, combined 
with a lower death rate, has re¬ 
sulted in a crude rate of natural 
increase of 6.0 per cent per 1,000 
population, compared with the 
corresponding rate of 4.3 per 1,000 
population for 1937.” 

For the population generally, 
the same six-month trend, if car¬ 
ried through the remainder of the 
year, will place the country’s mor¬ 
tality rate at the lowest point on 
record, with the possible single 
exception of 1933. The rate for 
the first six months of 1938, 10.8 
per 1,000 population, is only 
slightly higher than the low rate 
for 1933 and represents a decrease 
of 8.5 per cent from the rate for 
1937.

RETIREMENT OF JUDGES 

Thi3 measure is a constitutional 
amendment proposed by the as¬ 
sembly, declaring that retired jus¬ 
tices and judges shall continue to 
be Judicial officers but will exer¬ 
cise Judicial functions only when 
assigned to duty. It supplements 
a Judicial retirement system which 
has been held ambiguous because 
it failed to provide whether or not 
a retired judge is still a judge and 
can be assigned to’ duty. 

Its supporters claim it would 
speed justice by allowing retired 
judges to be assigned to take care 
of crowded calendars and “consti¬ 
tute a necessary final step toward 
securing a judiciary composed of 
honest, intelligent and fearless in¬ 
dividuals.” 

Its opponents claim there is no 
need for the retirement law, and 
contend courts should not be ad¬ 
ministered by retired aged justices.

The government offer to lor n the railroads a billion 
dollars, eventually to be devoured in wages and overhead, 
is no solution to the predicament the rails find them¬ 
selves in. 1 he only solution is more business so the roads 
can make more money to pay what they owe and meet 
operating expenses. That’s a tough problem. Stream¬ 
lining recovered some business. Faster delivery of freight 
helped some, but the cost of operation is too heavy for 
the income. Railroad employes refused to accept a re¬ 
duction in wages, so the operat’ng problem is all the 
more burdensome. The economic law is that if you take 
in less you must spend less, but the railroads have such 
a heavy fixed maintenance that it presents a real prob¬ 
lem, which neither the executives, the employes, nor the 
President’s committee solved.
